A link to Lincoln? 

Obama draws on 16th president in confronting 'critical issues’ 


BIG MONEY... 

President Obama raised $4.5 million from 
private donors to help him and his team 
make the transition to the White House, 
according to figures released Wednesday. 
Yet to come are total figures on Obama’s 
fundraising for his inauguration festivities. 

...AND LITTLE MONEY 

The first of four new pennies chronicling 
Abraham Lincoln’s rise from a small 
Kentucky home was put into circulation 
Thursday to honor the 16th president’s 
200th birthday. The coin’s front is 
unchanged, but the reverse depicts a tiny 
log cabin.

President Obama called on Americans on 
Thursday to follow Abraham Lincoln’s example 
of showing generosity to political opponents 
and valuing national unity — above all else. 

At a ceremony in the U.S. Capitol marking 
the i6th president’s 200th birthday Obama 
said he felt “a special gratitude” to the his- 
torical giant, who in many ways made his 
own story possible. Later Thursday, Obama 
delivered the keynote address at the Abraham 
Lincoln Association’s annual banquet in 
Springfield, and he is due back in Chicago on 
Friday for the first time as president. 

As lawmakers and guests looked on, Obama 
recalled Lincoln’s words in the closing days 
of the Civil War, when the South’s defeat 
was certain. Lincoln “could have sought 
revenge,” Obama said, but he insisted that 
no Confederate troops be punished. 

“That was the only way, Lincoln knew, to 
repair the rifts that had torn this country 
apart,” Obama said. “It was the only way to 
begin the healing that our nation so desper- 
ately needed.” 

It was by no twist of fate that Obama was 


on hand to celebrate Lincoln’s birthday 

When he launched his presidential cam- 
paign, he did it in Lincoln’s hometown. 
When he arrived in Washington, he followed 
the train route Lincoln used in 1861. When 
he needed a Bible for his swearing-in, Obama 
picked Lincoln’s. 

Even Obama’s lunch on Inauguration Day 
was modeled after Lincoln’s favorites, right 
down to the seafood stew. 

Presidential historian Doris Kearns 
Goodwin thinks that reflects Obama’s genu- 
ine affinity with Lincoln. 

But for a new president trying to reassure 
people during another time of crisis, highlight- 
ing Lincoln also can be a signal to the nation: 
If one skinny Illinois lawyer could guide the 
country through the Civil War, then maybe 
another one can handle today’s problems. 

“To the extent that you are seen as wrap- 
ping yourself in the Lincoln flag or, worse, 
presenting yourself as a latter-day Lincoln, 
you set the bar terribly high and you invite 
legitimate criticism,” said historian Richard 
Norton Smith, a scholar in residence at 
George Mason University

The quest for closure 

NIU unites, tries to move forward after tragedy that ended in the deaths of 5 students

Rahman, a junior 
from Plainfield, 
was wounded in 
her right eye and 
right arm. Her 
eye has healed, 
but the arm is 
scarred and 
pellets remain 
lodged under the 
skin. 

When she 
first returned 
to campus, 
Rahman would 
always check the door during class, fearful another 
shooter would barge in. Her grades suffered. 

But she now sits calmly in lectures, and her GPA 
has improved. She discusses the shootings with 
friends, but with less and less frequency. 

Mostly, Rahman is focused on her marketing 
major and her weekend work at a nearby furniture 
store. 

“This school year, it feels like [the shooting] 
never happened, like everything is basically 
normal,” Rahman said. “But loud noises still get to 
me when I’m in class. I’ll jump and look around.”

Stephanie Allen 

Allen, a junior from Carol Stream, was a longtime friend of Gayle Dubowski, one of the five victims. In September, she got a 
tattoo on her lower leg of a black ribbon with a pink heart. Her mother wasn’t pleased, but Allen wanted to permanently honor 
Dubowski and the other slain students: Ryanne Mace, Dan Parmenter, Catalina Garcia and Julianna Gehant. 

Last month, she reconnected with a friend who witnessed the shootings. The friend, who transferred to another college to 
escape the memories, cried when she saw the tattoo. They discussed their ongoing quest for closure. Allen takes comfort in 
the school spirit and sense of community. 

“Everyone has been really strong. At the football games, it seems like we’re all singing the fight song a little bit louder. I love 
to still see black and red everywhere on campus.”

Slierman Yau welcomes the chance to talk about how a sui- 
cidal gunman shot him at Northern Illinois University last 
Valentine’s Day Sharing the experience, he says, has been 
essential to his healing. 

It’s even part of his Facebook profile, which reads: “I got 
shot, but no big deal ... If you ever see me walking around, ask 
me for the full story” 

The junior from Naperville tells a story of courage and sur- 
vival, as does the university But a year after five students were 
killed and 21 injured in one of the 
nation’s worst campus massacres, 
NIU also finds itself significantly 
altered. 

Demand for counseling has 
soared across campus, as many 
struggle with enduring pain. 
Kristie Bongiovanni, who once was 
academic adviser to the shooter, 
Steven Kazmierczak, suffers anger 
and sorrow every day 
At the same time, school spirit 
continues to rise. Students and 
alumni snap up anything with a Huskies logo— T-shirts, pins, 
bumper stickers. The “Forward Together Forward” rallying 
cry remains highly visible. 

And despite the rocky economy nearly $i million in private 
donations poured in for scholarships in the victims’ names. 

Moving forward can be difficult. It doesn’t help that no 
changes have been made to Cole Hall, where Kazmierczak 
opened fire with a Remington shotgun and Clock 9 mm hand- 
gun before taking his own life. Millions of renovation dollars 
promised by the state have not materialized, and the window- 
less, brick building remains shuttered. 

Nationally, NIU’s response to the massacre has become a 
case study in how colleges can best prepare for emergencies. 
After several reviews, the university made only slight tweaks 
to its campus-security and communication procedures. Its 
board of trustees made no policy changes. 

“We kept looking for terrible things that happened that 
needed to be corrected, but we found none,” said Cherilyn 
Murer, the board’s chair. 

Some predictions never came true. The feared big exodus 
of students did not happen. Of 157 students who were in the 
geology class inexplicably targeted by Kazmierczak, only 19 
did not return to campus this school year. 

The university’s overall enrollment dropped by nearly 900, 
but the school insists that was mostly a result of the economy, 
and some other colleges in Illinois experienced similar dips. 
Freshmen applications actually went up for this school year 
and are arriving in similar numbers for 2009-10. 

John Peters, NIU’s president, continues to draw praise for 
the calm, caring and transparent way he handled the tragedy 
He was quick to share information, reached out to faculty staff 


and students, and created a new office to provide assistance to 
the hundreds of students directly affected by the shootings. 

Since the shootings, NIU has hired private security for its 
dorms, introduced text messages as a way to communicate 
with the campus community and trained professors to look 
out for signs of troubled students. 

Campus Police Chief Donald Grady also has achieved near- 
celebrity status. His department’s swift, efficient response is 
considered a model for what to do right. 

“I recently saw the police chief and went up to him and 


said, ‘Thank you so much,’ ” said Stephanie Allen, a junior. 
“Everyone really appreciates everything they have done.” 

Allen, a longtime friend of Gayle Dubowski, who died in the 
shootings, recently got a black ribbon with a pink heart tattooed 
on her ankle to serve as a permanent reminder of the tragedy 

She and other students and staff talk about greater caring 
on campus. 

“The sense of community here is a lot more prominent,” 
said senior Caitlin Mullen, an editor at the Northern Star, the 
student newspaper. 
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Yau, a junior from Naperville, was shot in the shoulder. The bullet caused his right lung to collapse, but he returned to campus as 
soon as classes resumed. He still shares the experience with anyone who will listen. And he says he feels no lingering effects of 
the shootings. He’s been able to keep up a 3.6 GPA. 

“Getting shot didn’t really mess [with me] that much. ... I still go to classes, do my homework. I think the best way to get over 
something is to share it with other people. I’m sure a lot of people have been afraid, but I figure it can’t happen again. I’m just 
happy to be alive-and have taken that as a blessing.’’ 




Bongiovanni served as an academic adviser to Steven 
Kazmierczak during his four years as an undergraduate and 
remains plagued with doubts. She found Kazmierczak to be gentle, 
studious and kind, and is burdened by the unanswerable question: 
Why did he do it? 

Bongiovanni suffers from regret that she didn’t rush from 
her locked building to help the shooting victims. It keeps her 
up at night. 

Most of her friends and co-workers have stopped discussing 
the tragedy-much to her dismay. At times she feels as if she no 
longer has an outlet for her emotions. So she is contemplating 
reaching out again to a secretary at Virginia Tech, with whom she 
corresponded for months after the shootings. She thinks talking to 
her may help.’’ I don’t cry as much, but it’s never out of my head,’’ 
she said. “My husband says that shows that it’s not resolved. I still 
can’t make sense of it.’’ 


Scott Peska 

Peska directs the Office of Support 
and Advocacy created to assist the 
250 students directly exposed to 
the shootings. The office provides 
counseling, academic advising and 
help in securing state-funded victims’ 
assistance. It also organizes dinners, 
game nights and trips to the theater. 

Parents are invited to attend 
support groups twice a month. The 
office’s newsletter detailed some 
common triggers of 2/14 flashbacks. Among them: 4th of July 
fireworks and cannons fired at the university’s football games. 

“I have learned so much about the capacity of care and resiliency 
of people,’’ Peska said. “Only 19 students left last spring. Some said 
they couldn’t be in the classrooms anymore. Others couldn’t stand 
walking by Cole Hall. 

“Everyone experiences this in their own individual way. Some 
have had depression, or post-traumatic stress disorder. Some have 
had relationships with their family change. A few wanted to change 
their major, to set out on a different career path. Eleven of the 
students received a 4.0 GPA last semester.’’ 
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Mr. Beef faces bank lawsuit 


Mr. Beef, the popular Italian beef sandwich 
restaurant serving River North for 30 years, 
is facing a foreclosure lawsuit filed by a bank 
seeking more than $600,000. 

One of the restaurant’s owners, Joseph 
Zucchero, said the problems with Midwest 
Bank arose when he had to cover the costs 
of a business partner who was unable to put 
up money for another restaurant co-owned 
by Zucchero, Natalino’s at 1523 W. Chicago 
Ave. 

“Here’s a guy who spent {a lot of money] to 
try and {save his daughter’s] life. She had 
brain cancer. 'You don’t bail out on a partner. 
'You don’t do that,” Zucchero said Thursday 


as he cut meat at Mr. Beef, 666 N. Orleans 
St. 

Zucchero said Midwest is seeking to col- 
lect more than $300,000 relating to Mr. Beef, 
and another $300,000 relating to Natalino’s, 
which opened last year. 

Zucchero’s attorney said his client is trying 
to work with another bank, American Eagle 
Bank, to get refinanced. Mr. Beef is “not 
being shut down,” said Zucchero’s attorney, 
Jim DiChristofano. “It is the very begin- 
ning.” 

Representatives from American Eagle 
did not immediately return calls Thursday 
morning, but DiChristofano said he hopes 


the publicity about the lawsuit will boost 
Zucchero’s chances of getting the bank to 
work in his favor. 

Representatives from Midwest Bank were 
not immediately available for comment 
Thursday afternoon. 

Zucchero insists his restaurants are very 
successful. Mr. Beef has drawn custom- 
ers ranging from your average taxi driver to 
celebrities such as late-night talk show host 
Jay Leno and the late Oscar-winning actor 
Paul Newman. 

“It could be a lot worse,” he said. “{We’re] 
just looking for a lender who understands 
this.”

B COLUMBIA, S.C. Authorities in the 
South Carolina county where Michael 
Phelps was photographed smoking from a 
marijuana pipe have been arresting peo- 
ple as they seek to make a case against 
the superstar swimmer, lawyers for two 
arrested people said Thursday 

Attorneys Joseph McCulloch and Dick 
Harpootlian told The Associated Press 
they each represent a client charged with 
possession of marijuana who were ques- 
tioned about the party Phelps attended 
near the University of South Carolina 
campus in November. 


The lawyers said the two clients were 
renters at the house where the party 
apparently took place. Harpootlian said 
his client was at the party, but didn’t see 
Phelps smoke marijuana, while McCulloch 
said his client wasn’t there. The two have 
since moved and were arrested after police 
executed a search warrant at their new 
home and accused them of having a small 
amount of marijuana there. 

‘After they arrested him, they didn’t ask 
him, ‘Where did you get the marijuana?’ or 
‘Who sold it to you?’ Almost all the ques- 
tions they asked him were about Michael 


Phelps,” Harpootlian said. 

The lawyers would not name their cli- 
ents, who each face up to 30 days in jail 
and a $200 fine if convicted on the pend- 
ing charges. 

Phelps, 23, and his representatives have 
not disputed the photo’s accuracy Phelps 
has issued a public apology, acknowledging 
“regrettable” behavior and “bad judgment” 
after the photo appeared. USA Swimming 
has suspended Phelps for three months 
and the Kellogg Co. has cut ties with him, 
although other sponsors are sticking with 
the swimmer.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. Jeff 
Gordon and Kyle Busch 
both celebrated in Victory 
Lane, far away from the real 
winners of the Daytona 500 qualifying races, 
Jeremy Mayfield choked back emotion, AJ 
Allmendinger hid his tears behind sunglasses, Scott 
Riggs felt as if he'd just won NASCAR's biggest race. 
None of them are a threat to win the Daytona 500, 
but at least they'll be in the show 
Allmendinger, Mayfield, Riggs and Regan Smith 
earned spots in the season-opening race in Thursday's 
Gatorade Duels, 

“It feels absolutely awesome. It's like we just won 
the race," said Riggs, who finished eighth in the first 
qualifier. 

None of the four drivers had rides a month 
ago, piecing together any opportunity they could 
to get them to Daytona International Speedway, 
Allmendinger was let go from Red Bull Racing late 
last year, and is clinging to an eight-race deal with 
Richard Petty Motorsports, Riggs became unem- 
ployed when Tony Stewart took control of his race 
team and revamped the driver lineup. 

Smith was a casualty of the merger between Dale 
Earnhardt Inc, and Chip Ganassi Racing, while 
Mayfield has been out of full-time work since Ray 
Evernham fired him midway through the 2006 sea- 
son, 

Allmendinger, who failed to make the 500 in his 
first two NASCAR seasons with Red BuU, will finally 
be able to rest after a stressful buildup to the qualify- 
ing races. 


NASCAR HITS 

Despite the reeling economy, all but about 1,000 of 
the 167,000 grandstand seats for Sunday’s Daytona 
500 have been sold. Robin Braig, president of 
Daytona International Speedway, said he expected 
the rest of those tickets to be gone by Saturday But 
it hasn’t been an easy sell. The track lowered prices 
on 5,600 seats from $99 to $55. 

•Tony Stewart idolized four-time Indy 500 winner 
A.J. Foyt growing up in Indiana, and made it a point 
to ask Foyt for permission to use his No. 14 when 
Stewart decided to start his own race team in 2009. 
Foyt gave his blessing and watched from the pit 
box as Stewart unveiled his No. 14 Stewart-Haas 
Chevrolet in the first 150-mile qualifier Thursday. 
Stewart even made sure to give Foyt a radio in case 
he had any suggestions. At least, that’s what Foyt 
thought. “It had the button on it and everything,” 
Stewart said. “But it didn’t do anything when you 
pushed it. Can you imagine trying to sit there and 
drive with him yelling at you?” 


“I've been so nervous over the last couple days 
'cause I've been in this position the last two years,” 
Allmendinger said, “But I really felt like this year I 
deserved to be in the race, that this team deserved 
to be in the race,” 

Mayfield has felt the same way, watching from the 
sidelines as NASCAR roared on without him, 

“Man, 23 days ago we didn't even have a race team,” 
Mayfield said after finishing ninth in the second qual- 
ifier, “It's a very unbelievable feeling. To know where 
we were at then, how much hard work has been done 
in such a short amount of time is just unbelievable. 


To come here and do this, it's like win- 
ning 10 races,” 

Gordon ended the longest winless 
drought of his career by winning the 
first duel. 

The four- time Cup champ, com- 
ing off his first winless season since 
his 1993 rookie year, climbed from his 
car in Victory Lane and immediately reached for his 
young daughter, Ella was just an infant during his last 
victory celebration, in October 2007, 

“I've been fortunate enough to visit Victory Lane 
quite a few times, but not many times as a father,” 
Gordon said, “There's nothing more special than 
that,” 

The non-points Gatorade Duel doesn't officially 
count for anything in Gordon's victory total, but gave 
him a second-row starting spot in Sunday's race. 

It also gave him much-needed momentum after 
his disappointing 2008 season, 

“Who says we can't win?” Gordon asked, “I'm real- 
ly excited about the Daytona 500 after that race. It's 
been awhile since I've been to Victory Lane, I've got 
to take advantage of this,” 

Busch also made an overdue return to Victory 
Lane, Busch won eight races last year and led the 
Cup standings most of the season, but started to fal- 
ter in August and fell apart when the Chase for the 
Championship began, 

A victory in the duel— he held off a late charge 
from sentimental favorite Mark Martin— has helped 
him regain momentum, 

“It was a disappointing season toward the end,” 
Busch said, “so that was a great way to start it off”

‘All I heard last year from the writers was we 
had the nicest clubhouse in baseball,” Piniella 
said. ‘And maybe one who’s not quite as nice ... 
Fm not saying Bradley specifically” 

Will Alfonso Soriano lead off? 

Nothing annoys Cubs brass as much as this 
twice-baked topic, now entering its third season. 

“I just don’t get it,” Hendry said. “Once 
again, it’s like, ‘Who’s out there that {would 
be] our one guy {to lead off] and we would be 
better if we moved Sori down a bit?’ If we had 
won those three playoff games instead of losing 
them, we wouldn’t be having this chat.” 

Which Big Z wiii show up? 

Enigmatic starter Carlos Zambrano was 
alternately dominant and discombobulated in 
2008, posting a 5.80 earned-run average in the 
second half after making the National League 
All-Star team. 

A no-hitter against Houston at Miller Park 
in September proved how good Zambrano can 
be, but leaving the ballpark immediately after 
being removed from a poor start on Sept. 2 sug- 
gested he plays by his own rules.

Confessions of a Shopaholic 

Cheerfully stupid at best and totally insulting at worst, the horrifically timed 
“Shopaholic” is condescending to women in ways that the comparatively subtle 
“Sex and the City” or slightly less superficial “The Devil Wears Prada” never was. Any 
time the movie glances something funny or sympathetic about consumer temptation, 
“Shopaholic” stops and asks, “What can we do to make this scene more cute, outrageous 
or just plain fab?” matt pais, metromix

Isla Fisher, who stars in “Confessions of a 
Shopaholic,” has a secret of her own: It was 
all method acting, 

“Fm not anti-shopping, but I shop rarely 
and poorly,” said the actress, who’s been 
handed the task of making a hero out of a 
woman who can’t say “no” to a splurge while 
in real life the economy is imploding. 

In the film, which opens Friday, Fisher 
plays a financial journalist named Rebecca 
Bloomwood who will stop at nothing to 
satisfy her retail addiction, (Setting her fix 
lands her in debt to the tune of $16,200, 
Ultimately, however, it’s a Hollywood 
redemption tale, and, without giving away 
too much plot, the character comes to 
realize that accumulation of the material is 
immaterial, En route to that epiphany, she 
schemes, splurges and even spars over a pair 
of Gucci red suede boots at a sample sale, 

“It’s difficult because someone who is seen 
as very superficial and drawn to bright, shiny 
objects is not necessarily a likable person,” 
Fisher, 33, said, “For me, it was about keeping 
the character real and then trusting that the 
audience and sympathy would follow” 

The movie’s producer, Jerry 
Bruckheimer, agrees: “Isla has to play a 
despicable character and get the audience 
to stiU like her,” 

Luckily for everyone involved, the film 
has a built-in following because it’s based 
on Sophie KinseUa’s best-seUing 2001 book. 
Since then, the British author has expand- 
ed the franchise to include “Shopaholic Sc 
Baby” and “Shopaholic Sc Sister,” among 
others. 

To tap into the psyche of a label fiend, 
Fisher didn’t trawl Rodeo Drive or Fred Segal 
for overzealous shoppers. Instead, she chose 
to view Bloomwood as a deranged woman 
who assumes that her selfish actions are for 
the greater good, Fisher even developed a 
mantra: “I kept thinking of how in ‘Streetcar 
Named Desire’ Blanche DuBois says, T just 
wanted to make the world more beautiful,’ 
More often than not, as a woman, you don’t 


get the opportunity to play someone who’s 
flawed and carries the story” 

And though “Confessions” is more of 
a comedy than a cautionary tale, Fisher 
attended local meetings for overspenders. 
In the movie, Bloomwood drops in on a 
Shopaholics Anonymous gathering and 
rhapsodizes about how spending makes 
her feel “confident, alive and happy,” The 
addicts quickly unravel, and the scene is 
played for yuks, “It was not funny It was 
very depressing,” she recalls of her research, 
“There are bulimic spenders who shop a 
lot and then return everything. Or image 
spenders who will do visible things like pick 
up the tab for 40 people. You realize that 
shopping has devastated lives,” 
Throughout the film, Fisher mines fash- 
ion for snickers. In high heels, she has the 
gait of a nervous foal. Her outfits, courtesy 
of “Sex and the City” and “The Devil Wears 


Prada” costume designer Patricia Field, are 
loud in hue and uber-over the top, 

“I did a lot of shopping for her in Tokyo 
because the colors here are very conser- 
vative, A shopaholic would have a coat in 
every color and lots of accessories,” said 
Field, who favored a wardrobe palette from 
fuchsia to plum. There are plenty of vivid 
blues, greens and plaid too, “Isla is quick 
and quirky, so I wanted to do her very col- 
orful and bold,” 

For Fisher, who grew up wearing Doc 
Martens, black jeans and a Led Zeppelin 
T-shirt, working with Field was like col- 
laborating with Houdini, “She’ll take a 
bright blue sweater and an orange skirt 
and green shoes and suddenly she’ll put a 
belt on it and use words like deconstructed 
and contrasting,” she said, “It’s this whole 
other language that I never heard of, and 
suddenly. I’m a fashionista,”

Clive Owen was born with the whole “tall, dark 
and handsome” thing. But “the strong, silent 
type” that got him tagged “the new Steve 
McQueen” as his film career took off? That, he 
cultivated. 

“Nothing wrong with being compared to 
Steve McQueen, is there?” Owen jokes. 

That persona was evident in the acclaimed 
series of 2001-2002 short films for the Internet 
in which he played a getaway driver of few 
words, “The Hire.” It hung in the air every time 
someone mentioned him as a possible “next 
James Bond.” 

He may do the odd period piece (“Elizabeth: 
The Golden Age”), straight drama (“Closer”) or 
genre send-up (“Shoot ’Em Up”). But the Clive 
Cool, like the McQueen Cool, is most at home 
in thrillers such his latest, “The International,” 
opening Eriday or the upcoming spy thriller 
“Duplicity” 

“He’s got a real quality of stillness, like 
Eastwood, or Michael {Caine],” says Mike 


Hodges, who directed Owen in the actor’s 
breakthrough film, 1998’s “Croupier.” That’s 
the movie “that introduced me to America,” 
Owen acknowledges, and that created his 
screen persona. A “quiet type,” yes, but a man 
who narrated the drama of his own life. 

“There was something very unusual in that 
film, in the way the voice-over was used,” Owen 
says. “The narrator was the key character in the 
movie. You felt like you were in this guy’s head.” 

Owen used “Croupier’s” cool dialogue as a 
benchmark for analyzing scripts. “If the dia- 
logue doesn’t sound natural to me, I won’t do 
it.” His “strong, silent” characters can talk, so 
long as every line has punch. 

The dialogue in “The International” prom- 
ised that. 

“It always felt like a relevant script, but no 
one could have anticipated things would turn 
out the way they have in the world of finance,” 
he says. “We finished this film over a year ago. 
This whole banking meltdown seems to give it 
an immediacy that’s pretty rare.”

‘Friday the 

Horror reboot gets back to basics

“Friday the 13th” marks a return to that carefree, halcyon 
era when the killer in a horror movie just whacked you in 
the head with his machete and moved on to his next victim 
instead of prolonging your suffering as long as your body held 
out. Weren’t those the days!? 

A surprisingly straightforward romp in slasher-flick cli- 
ches, “Friday the 13th” is replete with gee-whiz gore, gratu- 
itous sex and nudity and party-loving teens with a penchant 
for ending up on the wrong end of a pick ax. Like the recent 
“My Bloody Valentine” remake, the movie pretends the post- 
“Scream” ironic era never happened, and kids never learned 
not to tread the turf of a psycho who makes no secret about 
his intent to kill them. 

In marked contrast to recent horror hits such as “The 
Texas Chainsaw Massacre” and the “Saw” franchise, “Friday 
the 13th” is refreshingly light on sadism and lingering shots of 
gory mayhem. The violence is brutal and bloody, but it also is 
swift and to the point, designed to make you shriek through 
your popcorn instead of upchuck into it. 

It also helps that the masked killer happens to be Jason 
Voorhees (played by Derek Mears), arguably the most iconic of 
the villains who slashed their way through the horror genre in 
the ’80s. Working from a reverential script by Damian Shannon 
and Mark Swift (who previously penned “Freddy vs. Jason”), 
director Marcus Nispel makes few changes to the “Friday the 
13th” formula: Anyone who dares venture into Camp Crystal 
Lake still probably will not live to tell about it— especially the 
knuckleheads who insist on waterskiing topless. 

As is typical of this sort of picture, the cast is made up 
of generic, good-looking, mostly unknown actors, although 
fans of the WB series “Supernatural” will recognize Jared 
Padalecki as the young man searching for his sister who 
disappeared while vacationing at— you guessed it— Camp 
Crystal Lake. His quest gives the movie a semblance of a 
plotline, something that is new to the series, but the result is 
pretty much identical to every “Friday the 13th” before it (or 
at least “Parts II-IV,” before Jason left the woods). 

About the only unpredictable element in “Friday the 
13th” is the question of who will live to see the end credits, 
although a degree in microphysics is definitely not required. 

Even the jumps and scares are easy to predict, but there are 
only so many times you can go camping with a crazed killer 
before you start anticipating his habits.

But Friday the 13th is more complicated 
than simply the fear of the number. In the 
compound phobia, people are skittish about 
Fridays too.

HOLLYWOOD “Two Lovers” is the kind of 
highbrow movie many actors would consider 
a great showcase: a small, personal film with 
a demanding central role opposite an Oscar- 
winning actress.
